COTTON PROPOSED 
AS A CONTRABAND 


Material Used in 9 Making 
Powder May Be Put 
on List by the 
British 


LONDON. June 22.— By Mail to 
I New York— Cotton means gunpow­ 
der; gunpowder means shells and 
j shell* means death to our soldiers. 
Germany and Austria daily fire 5,000 
bales of cotton through guns at ships 
and men of the allies, 
it is the duty 
of the British government to declare 
cotton absolute contraband of war. 
This in substance today is the ar­ 
gument famous chemists of England 
are putting to the government. Head­ 
ed by Sir William Ramsay, the chem­ 
ists are telling the government that 
'Cotton means life to the German. 
Austrian and Turkish guns that daily 
i belch death to the allied forces. The 
majority of this cotton, they say, is 
shipped from 
the 
United States 
through Scandinavia and eventually 
reaches Germany. 
The chemist* have combatted the 
argument that America, greatest cot­ 
ton growing and exporting country 
in the world, would become offended 
if cotton were made absolute contra­ 
band. Manchester alone, they have 
1 told the government, can buy at an 
excellent price the entire American 
J cotton crop and use it, too. 
This is what the British chemists 
have told the government: Gunpow­ 
der today is not made of charcoal, 
saltpeter and sulphur. Today it Is 
made of cotton. To convert cotton In­ 
to an explosive it is dipped in nitric 
acid, then washed and dried. It 18 
then guncotton. British cordite is 
two-thirds guncotton. German and 
Austrian explosives are the same. 
Without guncotton Germany, Aus­ 
tria and Turkey cannot use their 
guns; they cannot carn’ on the war 
to any advantage. 
Cotton does not 
grow In Germany 
and 
cannot be 
, chemically 
manufactured 
there— 
Turkey'* output is negligible. 
One shot from a great German 4 2- 
centimeter howitzer of the type that 
reduced the forts at Liege consumed 
400 pounds of guncotton. 
The same 
amount 
would 
provide 400 shots 
from a field gun or 80.000 rounds 
from an army 
rifle. 
Germany and 
Austria import an average of 508 
tons of cotton each day. 
The British chemists are asking 
England to seize every bale of cot­ 
ton likely to reach Germany. 
They 
have gathered information to show 
that there is more cotton today in 
ships ot Gothenberg, Sweden than 
ever in history of the port. Every 
b ale is destined for Germany. Cot­ 
ton ships daily are making for prac­ 
tically every neutral port in Europe 
t Holland, Denmark and Greece for

NEW YORK. July 16.— The Brit­ 
ish government at last is being forc­ 
ed to come to grips with trade union­ 
ism In revolt because of the war. For 
months the authorities have evaded 
frequent challenges of organized la­ 
bor, but measures of military disci­ 
pline »re now becoming necessary to 
prevent a coal famine. Not only are 
the munitions factories dependent 
upon the coal output, 
but 
also a 
shortage of fuel would seriously crip­ 
ple the British fleet. 
The gover- 
ment, therefore, Is forced by the ne­ 
cessity of self-preservation to com­ 
pel the miners to end their strike for 
higher wages. 
The point at issue 
between the 
miners and mine owners is not an in­ 
creased wage itself, but the manner 
of its application. 
The operators are 
willing to pay more money, but, be­ 
cause of the unusual war conditions, 
they want the advance to be tempo­ 
rary, and to take the form of a war 
bonus. 
Tho miners refuse this pro­ 
posal and demand 
a 
permanently 
higher wage to become immediately 
effective 
At the same time the 
miners refuse to submit their case 
to mediation and thus invite a con­ 
flict with the government's regula­ 
tion compelling arbitration of in­ 
dustrial disputes during the war. 
The situation I* the more serious 
because the coal miners are the aris­ 
tocrats of British 
trade unionism. 
Their national 
union is the most 
powerful in the country; they re­ 
ceive a higher wage than do any 
other 
organized 
workingmen, and 
they have long possessed a privileged 
position In labor circles. 
The British 
government, there­ 
fore, In its first war time *encounter 
with trade unionism, has as its an­ 
tagonist the most powerful opponent 
that could be chosen. How far the 
government 
can 
go in arbitrarily 
bringing the miners to terms is prob­ 
lematical. There are 150,000 mem­ 
bers of the union and they are hardy 
men, accustomed to overawing the 
weaker trade unionists. 
The miners expect to make their 
fight on the enticing basis of the 
future of the trade union cause. If 
sympathetic support can be enforc­ 
ed from the other union*, the 
gov­ 
ernment may be compelled to re­ 
open the mines by hastening an arb!, 
tration award entirely favorable to 
the men. irrespective of the merits 
of the controversy. 
This may be 
what the miners are working for, 
hoping thus to win a trade union vie- 
tory greater than any other In Eng­ 
land* history.
